The Only Thing That W ill Stay the Strike, 


Union Leaders Say, is to Stay the $60,000,- 


000 W age Cut—'Decision Came After a 


Lengthy Discussion by Heads of Unions 


(By The Associated Press) 
CHICAGO, — une 27.— A strike of the 400,000 railway 
shopm en of the country will be called for July I unless the 
railroads agree to stay the $60,000,000 wage cut due the 
shop workers on that date and to restore certain working 
conditions formerly in effect, it was made known tonight 
thru a telegram from K. M. Jewell, head of the shop crafts, 
to the association of railway executives. 
Decision to call a strike came late today after lengthy 
discussion by the executive committee of the six shop crafts 
unions, based on the strike vote of the men thus far tabu­ 
lated. 
The com m ittee left but one loop hole to avoid the strike. 
If the rail heads arrange an immediate conference, agree- 
‘ ing m eanw hile to continue present wages, restore working 
rules m odified by the railroad labor board and discon­ 
tinue farm ing out railroad work, a walkout can be halted, 
the telegram said.

Children are children the world 
over. 
Careful training and nur­ 
ture make 
much difference 
in 
their conduct and the absence of 
these advantages often develop 
unpleasant 
traits of 
character. 
But, after all, it is the very rare 
child who has not a warm heart 
and a large fund of affection hid­ 
den beneath an unattractive ex- 
1 terior. 
Sometimes children’ are- unruly 
i and 
mischevious. 
Some 
have 
j grown up without the restraint 
of wise discipline. 
Some are un­ 
grateful and faultfinding. 
Children are inclined to boast 
when away from home, and those 
sent on “ Summer Outings” a/'* 
no exception. 
Many stories of 
what they have at home, and the 
good times they have enjoyed, 
have no basis than a desire to out 
shine their fellows or to conceive 
the painful facts of their wretch­ 
ed poverty. 
Some do not fully 
appreciate tile value of soap and 
wa ter. You have known children 
similar to tjiese who have had 
good home influences. 
Many of the children have had 
a very inadequate rearing but you 
will be able to discover in many 
unexpected ways that your kind­ 
ness is appreciated by each one 
of them. 
Some will show their 
happiness from the start, others 
later, and each in a diferent way. 
A recognition of 
these 
simple 
truths will often help the host to 
get over some “ rough 
places” 
with the little guests. 
But whether your guests 
are 
won over first or last be sure to 
1 give (hem plenty of freedom and 
air. 
That helps a great 
deal. 
Threatening seems to do little 
good, whereas an appeal to their 
own sense of right and 
wrong 
may easily win their hearts. You 
will find that kindness and firm­ 
ness combined will work wonders 
Despite the possibility of your 


securing a child or children who 
may have objectionable traits of 
character, which may try your pa­ 
tience and your self-control, you 
will not join in the work and send 
for as many as you can, realiizng 
what the outing means to the 
children themselves? 
Many of the children will bring 
nothing but sunshine, but if dif­ 
ficulties should arise, confer with 
your local committee. 
Your 
co-operation
